Amundsen Selected Crew for 
Efficiency | 


Ellsworth Only American 
With Dirigible 


Seventeen Comprise Party 
Aboard Adventurer 


(BY A. P. MIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Mey 13. —- The 
semirigid dirigible Norge, first of 
lis type to fly over the North Pole. 
is manned with possibly. the most 
expert crew that ever handled a 
dirigible. Im preparing for his 
polar flight, Capt. Amundsen put 
all sentiment behind him and 
made an arbitrary rule to take only 
persons expert in their respective 
fields. Although designed to carry 
twenty persons, there are only 
seventeen on board. 

Lincoln Ellsworth of New York, 
the only Ameriean on the trip, 
was given the responsibility of sec- 
ond in command. Amundsen met 
Elisworth tn the latter part of 1924 
when Ellsworth came to his rescue 
after he had ordered three air- 
planes in Italy and could not pay 
for them. Ellsworth subsequenlty 
accompanied Amundsen hie 
dash toward the pole in two air- 
planes a year ago. 


BUILDER FIRST PILOT 

Col. Umberte Mobile of the 
Italian air service, who designed, 
constructed and flew the Norees 

m Rome across Europe to En- 
giand, thence to Norway and

The head mechanician of the 
organization is Nasale Cecton! of 
the Italian air service. His an- 
sistantse are Vincenzo P mellia, Et- 
tore Arduino, P. Attilo and  G. 
Alessandri, also of the Italian air 
service. 

Amundsen's nephew, Lieut. Gus- 
tave Amundsen, is one of the 
helmsmen. He is an experienced 
aviator. 

Lieut. Oscar Omdah!l, who ‘has 
accompanied Amundsen on other 
Arctic trips, and Capt. Oscar Wie- 
ting, who commanded Amundsen's 
iship Maud on a previous expedi- 
tion, are two other veterans on the 
Norge. Capt. Wisting is espec'al- 
lly charged wijh landing the Norge 
if it is found necessary. 

Abraham Berge. who aceompa- 
nied Amundsen's last expedition as 
a photographer, also went along 
with the Norge this time tn the 
same capacity. The historian is 
Frederik Ramm. Finn Malmgren, 
a Swede, is the meteorologist. 

Amundsen, a national hero in 
Norway, was Dorn at Sarpsburgh.

WARSAW AGAIN 
BECOMES ARMED CAMP 


CABLE AND AS*OCIATED PRESS) 

WARSAW, May 12.—Famous tn 
history as the objective point of 
various armies, Warsaw has again 
become an armed camp. 

The government beean taking 
precautionary measures for the 
city's defense as soon as news was 
received of the military revolt 
designed to oust Premier Witos. 
who, except for Marshal Pileudek!i. 
former President and leader of the 
uprising, is Poland’s most 
tureaque politician. 

Machine guns have been placed 
atop government buildings. Tele- 
phone and telegraph lines and 
bridges are guarded by troops re- 
maining loyal to the government. 
‘The Cabinet is sitting continuously 
in an effort to find a solution to 
the situation, which appears to he 
gradrally becoming more con- 
fused. 

Witos undertook to form a Cabi- 
net the 5th inst., when Premier 
Skrzynsk! ennounced his coalition 
government was resigening. 


TIME PEEMED 


Members of the new government 
were echeduled to appear before 
the Diet within a few days, when. 
Witos announced, he would state 
his program. Owing to the ap- 
proach of this date, it appears, 
Marshal Pileudski deemed the 
time ripe to strike. 

Adding to the friction bétween 
Witos and the millitarists headed 
by Pilsudski, the authorities yes- 
terday confiscated one radical 
paper and two Jewish papers in 
which account*® appeared of inter- 
views with Pilisudeki, severely 
ertticizing the present Cabinet and 
espec ally Witos, who ta leader of 
the Peasants’ party. The radica} 
parties expressed disapproval of 
this action and their stand was 
taken by both sides to mean the 
beginning of open war on their 
jpart against the Cabinet. 

Pilsudski. who from beyhood 
dreame to live and see the day 
when Poland would gain her tnde- 
pendence and who fought with all 
his m'ght and matin tn young man- 
hood, long has been the idol of the 
mititarists. 

After serving as the country’s 
first chief of state. Pileudski took 
up a quiet farm life, more to his 
liking than living at the govern- 
‘ment palace. For years he re- 
mained on his smal! country e«- 
tate near Warsaw, writing remi- 
niscences, and little was heard of 
him. When he was not writing, 
he tended garden and looked aft- 
er his bees, of which he is par-

In 1818 Capt. John Ross, an Fn- 
Slishman, set out with a hand- 
drawn sledge made of heavy, un- 
wieldy timber, in an unsuccessful 
effort to reach the North Pole. He 
was four years in the Arctic re- 
gions. His method was improved 
on in 1857 by the explorer, Mc- 
Clintock, who was the first person 
to use dogs tn a trek toward the 
pole. But he, too, failed. 

Some time later, Nansen fmtro- 
duced the light dog sled. 


ANDREE DISAPPEARS 
The first person to attempt an air 
passage to the North Pole was An- 
dree, who get out In a balloon .in 
1908. He was never peard of 
again. The next year Walter Well- 
man attempted the flight in a dir- 
igible. His quest came to a speedy 
and disastrous end.

They were not heard of again un- 
til June 18, when the party re- 
turned in one airplane, the other 
having been abandoned within a 
short distance of the pole. They 
had been given up as lost for 
weeks and relief expeditions were 
being planned. What actually hap- 
pened was that both planes had 
become frozen in the ice when the 
fiyers landed to take observations. 
It took weeks for them to dig one 
plane out and return. They reached 
North Cape, at the point of north- 
east land, safely and continued 
their journey by steamer to Spits- 
bergen. 

They Immediately began prep- 
arations for another air quest, this 
time by dirtcible. Amundsen had 
become convinced, he said, that 
airplanes were not suited for polar 
expeditions. 

Nevertheless, Lieutenant-Oom- 
mander Richard EB. Byrd, United 
States Navy, went ahead with his 
plans to Jy by airplane from Spits- 
bergen to the North Pole and re- 
turn.

SEATTLE, May 12.—Seattle to- 
night sent to Reald Amundsen a 
congratulor telegram at Nome, 
Alaska, hie destination in a trip 
in the dirigible Norge, across the 
top of the world, from Kings Bay, 
Spitzbergen. 

‘Congratulations on the courace 
and scientific enterprise which en- 
abled your party to make the first 
transpolar dirigible flight,” said the 
meseage. “Beattie awaits the re- 
turn of your party and urges you 
and your associates to be honor 
guests on your return to Seattle.” 

When Amundsen was here last 
year he predicted that he would be 
in Seattle to celebrate July 4 this 
year. Tentative plans call for 
deflation of the Norge at Nome anid 
its shipment to Seattle on the 
steamship Victoria the last week 
in June.

When the first blast of the, 
Heirmdal's whistle gave warning’ 
yesterday morning that the Norge’ 
was about to start figures tumbled 
down the side of the Chantier and 
hurrted to the shore to warm up 
the Josephine Ford, the big blue 
Fokker in which Commander Byrd 
flew to the pole. In leas than halt 
an hour later both motors of the 
plane were turning over and she 
was taxied around, facing down the 
long slope where Commander Byrd 
and Floyd Bennett took off. As 
the Norge begun to move from her 
hangar Bennett opened the throttle 
and the plane leaped down the hill, 
jumping off quickly with her light 
load. 

Aboard were members of the 
Byrd expedition who had sought 
the honor of escorting the Norge 
to sea in the Pole-circling plane. 
They were Lieut. Parker, who, 
with Bennett, piloted the Fokker; 


Capt. Michael Brennan of the 
Chantier, Vr. O'Brien, “the cy- 
clone”; Vains, the meteorologist; 


Ensign Joseph, Dr. Gawanl, Leo 
Patterson, Rob Donohue, who took 
movies of the scene, and the cor- 
respondent of the New York Times, 
All but the two pilots were packed 
in the cabin, madly taking pictures 
through the windows, Patterson 
oceasionally sitting atop the fuse- 
lage and enapping pictures for the 
others. 

The view of the Norge observed 
from the air was marvelausly beau- 
tiful. As the big Fokker ascend- 
ed spiraling over the hangar the 
groups of people making biack 
dote on the snow below moved 
aside, letting the crew walk the 
dirigible out. Two propellers could 
be seen turning siowly as the last 
farewells were said. 

Then the Norge turned her nose 
to the fjord, and with the Nor- 
wegian flag floating astern she 
sailed before the light breeze down 
toward the sea and the pole. The, 
great ship laid her course etraight 
as a dle between the white walle 
of the mountains. From 1000 feet 
above, her cabin seemed hardly 
big enough for two people. She 
did not use her aft motor while she 
was in sight, and her speed was so 
slow as compared with that of the 
Fokker that the plane circled 
round and round her for miles.

Towers Spring Up as Limit is 
Removed 
Buildings Climb to Level of 
Forty Stories 


Steeple of Great Temple in

CHICAGO, May 12.—Chicago's 
loop, which only a few years ago 
housed a monotonous collection of 
box-like structures all under 300 
feet, today is rapidly being trane- 
formed into a territory of sky 
reaching spires, domes and towers 

A new skyline its in process of 
formation, as impressive as that 
ofYamed Manhattan, and at a level 


double the height of the old lLne. 

Lifting of the bullding height 
restriction gave impetus to the 
erchitectural reformation, which in 
addition to popularizing the tower. 
has Included a somewhat timid use 
of the eset back, a regular feature 
of present-day New York construc- 
tion. 

The old4 butflding line here was 
266 feet, permitting structures of 
eighteen to twenty stories. To take 
advantage of every bit of available 
space allowed under the restric- 
tive ordinance, virtually all loop 
bulldings were of the packing-box 
variety and crowned by a heavy 
cornice. Not a roof was to be seen 
and the only tower of any conse- 
Gnence was the Tower Bullding In 
Michigan avenue, somewhat similar 
tr. the old Madison Square Garden 
tower, and like it, topped by «a 
gracetul bronze Diana. 

But when the building height 
was raised, etructures began to 
shoot skyward. Some of the older 
bulldings tacked on a few extra 
noorse, while mioet of the new ones 
apes up around the forty-story 
evel. 

Cne of the firet of the new struc- 
tures was the Wrigley tower, which 
rises white and majestic just north 
of the Chicago River, ite lines 
designed to accentuate the feeling 
of height.

Declaring he believes strongly 
that full constructive competition 
muet be preserved in the manufac- 
ture and distribution of commo- 
dities, the Secretary said the coun- 
try is gradually receding from the 
original conceptions of the anti- 
trust laws that in order to provide 
equal opportunity there must be 
maintained a great host of highly 
competitive units in every trade. 

“By degrees,” he eald, “we have 
been retreating from this notion 
' because the competition it required 
became at times highly destruc- 
tive. We lmve modified its appli- 
cations to organized labor. It base 
been partially and will probably be 
fully withdrawn as to co-operativo 
marketing.” 

“We have found,” he continued, 
“that to maintain complete com- 
petition in the utilities, transporta- 
tion, light, power and communica- 
tions, Meant a fabulous cost in du- 
plicating equipment, with less 
financial stability, increased oper- 
ating expenses, poorer service ana 
increased rates to the consumer. 
The Federal government and most 
of the forty-eight States, actine 
independently, have abandoned 
competition reaching to each con- 
sumer of these services as the 
method of holding down rates and 
holding up service, and have estab- 
Ushed regional monopolies.” 

CITES NEW COMPETITION 

A considerable element of direct 
or indirect competition still exista, 
however, he declared, in the alter- 
mate services that can in a jarge 
sense be made available—‘‘other 
|Tailways, other forms of power, 
|other forms of light, etc., so that 
{the stimulus to improvement is 
‘still held.” 

“Ideas in other trades.” he said 
‘are a g00d deal muddied.’” “Ir 
the manufacturing and business 
trades, where there was a theoret- 
ical a@ttempt to enforce full com- 
petition, whether. destructive or 
not, *‘the practice,” he added.

ENERAL STRIKE FAILS 

Whether the rescinding by the Trades 
Union Congress of its general strike order 
means peace for British industry or only 
a truce cannot now be determined All 
depends upon what happens tomorro. and 
the days after. For the present the gen- 
eral strike has failed. The trades unions 
did not succeed in their attempt to dictate 
to the government. Premier Baldwin's ul 
timatum that there would be no further 
negotiations until the strike order was 
withdrawn proved effective. The disaffec 
tions that the Communists had planned in 
the army and the navy did not materialize. 
The troops followed the orders of their su- 
perior officers to the letter. The world has 
received convincing demonstration that Par- 
lament and pot the Trades Union Con- 
gress is the governing body of Great Brit- 
ain. 

At the very hour that Trotzky was wiring 
&@ message to the British labor unions to 
“fight like devils,” to seize the barracks 
and the ships, the high officials of the 
Trades Union Congress withdrew their gen- 
eral strike order. The union-labor leaders 
assert that they have. demonstrated the 
solidarity of the working classes; but the 
cables relate that nearly 2,000,000 volua- 
teers had in eight days taken the place of 
strikers. The government was able to car 
ry on; and the sympathy of the public was 
with the government. 

There is significance in the warning ut- 
tered by Trotzky in Moscow that “If the 
British proletariat loses its fight It will be 
a hard blow to the international and in- 
ternal situation of the soviet union.” That 
fight has been lost. The proletariat revolt 
miscarried. The more Moscow cried for 
violence the less the British workers were 
inclined to violent action. The blow to the 
soviet union has been struck. The general 
strike proved as ineffective in England as 
in Italy. The hilt of that weapon is ap 
parently sharper than the blade. 

But calling off the general strike order 
does not solve the coal problem in Great 
Britain. The miners still insist that they 
will not concede “a penny in wages or a 
minute In time.” The wages they demand 
for seven hours’ work are higher than the 
industry can pay. During the last nine 
months the mine owners have received po 
income from their properties, and the gov-: 
ernment has peld from the tax fund $100, 
000,000 In subsidies. 

The coal in@ustry is in desperate stratta. 
The cost of production is so high that coal 
can be delivered from Germany or the 
United States to Newcastle cheaper than 
ft can be brought to the surface from the 
Britich mines. The average daily wage of 
the British miner fs only one-third that re 
cetved by American niiners. The men see 
only this and demand more pay. But the 
average production of the American min- 
ers in eight hours fs a little more than four 
tons, while the average production of the 
British miner in seven hours is a little less 
than one fon. 

The English miner receives a higher price 
per ton for his labor than either the Amer. 
ican or German miiner. He is the highest 
paid for what he produces of any miner 
fn the world; but his daily wage is only 
one-third that of the American miner. 

Piainly there ts something vitally wrong 
with the British mining industry. The 
British miner works but seven hours a day. 
e American miner works eight hours «4 
day and most of the continental miners 
nine and ten hours dally. But the Royal 
Commission has recommended against tn- 
creasing the hours of labor to eight daily 
~—because it would throw 130,000 men out 
of work. There ts no prospect for increas- 
ing the export market for British-coal, and 
if the men worked eight hours there would 
be a surplus which would mean temporary 
closing or half-time. ; 

Greater efficiency could be secured in 
the British mining industry by the intro 
duction of modern machinery. In many of 
the mines the coal is carried. three miles 
underground before it is brought to the 
surface. Yet it is not carried by machin- 
ery, as in this country and Germany. La 
bor-saving machinery would mean the em- 
ployment of fewer miners and that would | 
mean in turn more unemployment. 

England exports about 60,000,000 tons of 
coal yearly and uses about 200,000,000 tons 
at home. A tariff to keep out foreign coal 
might enable the miners to receive more 


manhfacturing and would place the British 
industries at a disadvantage in their compe- 
tition with Germany, France and the United 
States. 

The more one studies the situation the 
more difficult the solution becomes. Coal 
mining, the most important of British in- 
dustries, has ceased to be self-supporting. 
Under present conditions it cannot meet 
foreign competition. A rearganization must 
take place; the cost of productioa must be 
cut about in half to make mining a flour- 
ishing industry. Can it be done? It must 
be done or the mining industry Is doomed. 

That is the alternative faced by Parlia- 
ment and the industry of England. To 
hope an early solution would be folly; and 
it has yet to be demonstrated that a peace- 
ful solution is possible. : 

The British miners are underpaid if they 
are to preserve a standard of living com- 
parable to that of other modern states, but 
they are overpaid in comparison to what 
they produce; and there is no escaping the 
economic law that the wages of the work- 
man must be paid by the thing he produces.

“One of the difficulties of enforcin 
the dry law is revealed in the fact that 
875 officers have been dismissed for crook- 
edness,” says the Pittsburgh Chronicle. 

From some unaccountable reason the 
world is arriving at the conclusion that a 
corkecrew does not make the best prohi- 
bition officer. 

That it is crooked enough goes without 
saying. If it takes a crook to catch a 
crook, the corkscrew ought to qualify. But 
the trouble seems to be that there is too 
much crook.

Just why the corkscrew should ever have 
been employed fn this vast endeavor is one 
of the unraveled mysteries.

It is suf- 
ficiently twisted tn its thinking for en- 
trance most anywhere; but the radius of its 
activities is somewhat limited.

IMPORTED DIVORCES RULED OUT 


Judge Hollzer Grants Decree to Wife After Attacking 
Husband's Plea That He Already Had Paris 
Separation and Didn't Need More 


Any American who thinks he 
has been slick by rushing over to 
Paris for a divorce would be well 
advised to keep the proceedings 


where they will not be reviewed 
by Judge Hollzer of the Los An- 
geles Superior Court. 


“This court does not propose to 
be deceived by any such subter- 
fuge as this.’ Judge Hollzer an- 
nounced. yesterday. He had just 
demolished the decree of the 
Tribunal of the Seine, granting a 
divorce to Joseph G. Godissart 
from Alice D. Godiseart, following 
this by granting Mrs. Godissart a 
decree. 

Mrs. Godissart, in her com- 
plaint for divorce, had charged 
cruelty, setting forth that her hus- 
band, in a divorce action he fled 
in Nevada and in another he filed 
in Paris, had made false charges 
against her. Godissart in his an- 
swer replied that the Tribunal of 
the Seine already had divorced 
him and that his family did not 
need any more divorces. 

“This defendant just thinks he 
was divorced tn Paria,” Judge Holl- 
zer observed. “As a matter of 
fact he was not divorced at all, 
for I now declare the decree to 
have been Invalid. Defendant was 
not in good faith a resident of 
Paris at the time, and therefore 


not subject to the jurisdiction of 
that tribunal. 

“It is apparent he simply went 
to Paris for the purpose of getting 
a divorce. Such a trip does not 
establish residence. Decree for the 
plaintifr.” é
